Water Line Update 


Ever wonder what happened to 
the proposed crosstown water 
line? Final approval of the designs 
is expected in September with con- 
struction beginning ninety days 
later. This system will provide 
backup for our 100-year-old 
aqueduct. 

With downtown development 
on the increase, residents 
wondered how the system can 
continue to accommodate increas- 
ed usage. Mr. Johnson said the 


department reviews all construc- 


tion plans as they relate to sanita- 
tion. Relief sewers, paid for by 
water bills, taxes, users, and bor- 
rowing from the Treasurer, are 
added to handle the increase. Mr. 
Johnson admitted his office has 
little impact on zoning and sug- 
gested we direct concerns to Jim 
Gibson. Steve Levy, an ANC 
commissioner experienced in these 
matters, stated Mr. Gibson is 
usually on the side of ‘the 
developers and added revenues 
and is not sympathetic toward 
maintaining the residential 
character of neighborhoods. 


Other Reminders 
Refuse collection is twice a 
week either Monday and Thurs- 
day or Tuesday and Friday. Street 


cleaning is every four to five 
weeks, though Foggy Bottom is 
difficult because of numerous 
parked cars. Call 727-4824 for 
bulk collection. Special pickup 
services are provided for senior 
citizens. Tree boxes are DOT’s 
responsibility, and the Francis 
Playground at 25th and M streets 
belongs to the school system. 
Cleanup week begins June 1. 
Citizen input is welcome at the 
Service Area Committee meetings 
at 1:30 p.m. the third Tuesday of 
each month in Room 218, Martin 
Luther King Library. Represen- 
tatives from all government 
departments are present.

„On June 3, the District of Co- 
lumbia Council voted 
unanimousley not to close the fire 
station at 2119 G St. NW. It had 
been asked by Mayor Marion 


Barry to close the G Street station .

Bo" vacancies: Commissioner Nowick announced that several 
important D.C. boards and commissions will have vacancies this 
year, and the Mayor has asked the ANCs to submit names of interested 
and qualified candidates. Among boards with openings will be the 
Board of Zoning Adjustment (September), the Rental Accommodations 
Commission (now), the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board (August), 
and the Lottery Control Board (unspecified date). Local residents in- 
terested in serving on these or other boards should contact the ANC of- 
fice by letter or phone (659-0011). 


BY Ban: Commissioner Tyler reported on the success of her 
two-year-long effort to ban buses on parts of 25th, 26th and I 
Stréets, ‘an action which went into effect May 29. Signs have been 
posted. She cautioned, however, that attorneys for the River Inn were 
seeking a restraining order on the ban. A court hearing may be held later 
in June. The ANC will continue to follow developments. 


Ce Noise, 22nd & L: Administrative Assistant Chur- 
chill reported on his efforts to alleviate noise problems from the 
construction of the new condominium office project at 22nd and L 
Streets. The problem seemed to have eased temporarily, although Chur- 
chill offered to continue to monitor developments. Commissioner 


Nowick urged the tenants and condo associations at the nearby Savoy 


and Carriage House, where many of the complaints originated, to get 
involved to ensure that D.C. authorities enforce construction hours. 


lise: Marjorie Wheatley, a board member of the Elise Tenants 
Association at 825 New Hampshire Avenue, reported that a general 
tenants meeting is scheduled for June 9 to discuss the rental of furnished 
apartments at the Elise and a complaint filed by the Gelman Company 


to regain their cooperative certificate for the Elise. The board is present- 


ly investigating the possibility of obtaining legal assistance, if ap- 


propriate.

mbassy Bill: Administration Assistant Rich Churchill reported 

on the latest developments in the Diplomatic Reciprocity Act (H.R. 
3518 and S. 584), a bill before Congress which would deprive D.C. zon- 
ing authorities of a say over embassy placement. Churchill recom- 
mended that the ANC adopt a resolution reaffirming its opposition to 
such a change while supporting the principle of diplomatic reciprocity. 
Queen Anne’s Lane resident Robert Brewster urged the Commission to 
withhold action until hearing from a State Department representative. 
Churchill and Commissioner Feldman objected, saying that State’s 
views were well known and that prompt action was needed because State 
was trying to push the bill through Congress. Chairman Nowick en- 
couraged Brewster to invite a State official to a future ANC meeting. 
Churchill’s resolution passed unanimously. Neighborhood residents are 
urged to attend Congressional hearings on the bill, to take place in June 
and possibly subsequent months. 


Fonte Cutback: The six commissioners signed a letter to Ma- 
yor Barry confirming the ANC’s willingness to accept a five percent 
funding cutback for fiscal 1981 to demonstrate its concern for the 
District’s financial situation. The letter says that this voluntary cut will 
be difficult for the ANC to absorb but it is willing to tighten its belt 
along with other D.C. agencies. The ANC’s budget before the cut was 
about $12,000, a sum which covers office rent, an administrative assis- 
tant’s salary, legal and other expenses. The commissioners are non-paid 
and the Commission relies heavily on volunteer work by local residents. 


otel Zoning Case: Commissioner Nowick asked the ANC’s en- 

dorsement for a letter he drafted, with the help of Commissioner 
Tyler and administrative assistant Churchill, on a new hotel case before 
the Zoning Commission, No. 81-6. The letter objects to the considera- 
tion of proposals offered by the Hotel Association of Washington to ex- 
pand commercial uses (such as convention facilities and dining rooms) 
by hotels in residential and mixed-use zone areas. It asserts that these 
proposals are substantive changes to the zoning regulations and not 
“technical” ones, as advertised by the Zoning Commission. It urges the 
Zoning Commission instead to consider hotels strictly commercial. uses 
and to restrict them in all mixed-use zoning districts. The 2400 block of 
Pennsylvania Avenue and parts of the West End and southern Foggy 
Bottom are in such districts. The Commission voted unanimously to en- 
dorse Nowick’s letter. The ANC and a coalition of community grouns 
will testify before the Zoning Commission June 11. 


herry, Riverside Cafes: Commissioner Levy reported that he had 

sent a letter to the Zoning Administrator urging an inspection of. 
signs at the entrances of the Sherry Cafe and Riverside Cafe to see if 
they conform to zoning requirements. The zoning regulations prohibit 
prominent advertising signs outside hotel restaurants in residential 
areas. The ANC had authorized Levy’s letter at its previous meeting.

Vy: & 24th Condo: David Lambert of 2325 Virginia expressed con- 
cern about a 9-story, 52-unit condominium which will soon be con- 
structed on the parking lot site at Virginia Avenue and 24th Street.

From an educational stand- 
point, answering gardening 
questions at the Foggy Bottom 


_ Street Festival was a two way 


street — in more ways than 
one. 

She was small, perky and in- 
tense, and said how lucky she 
was to be living with a native 
while working for a month at 
the Kennedy Center. Wonder- 
ing why and how an outsider 
came by a part-time job at the 
Kennedy Center, I asked. Her 
reply: “I’m in ‘Winslow Boy? 
Her horticultural questions 
related to carpet gardening, a 
technique well suited to 
Gotham where she would be 
returning. 


A carpet garden is one in 
which the ordinary, least ex- 
pensive indoor-outdoor green 
carpeting is rolled out to com- 
pletely cover the growing area 
after it has been tilled, fertil- 
ized and raked smooth. If you 
wonder, rainfall soaks 
through the carpeting, is pro- 
tected by it from loss by 
evaporation and remains weed 
free. There is no place for 
weeds because the earth is ex- 
posed only at the very small 
openings cut in the carpeting 
for the vegetables or flowers. 
An inverted tumbler is the pat- 
tern for a circular cut opening 
for wider-spaced plants such 
as tomatoes, corn or flowers, 
and a yardstick for a long, 
one-inch-wide: slit for “lettuce, 


onions, chives, etc., or for 
flowers of similar dimensions. 

The actress was somewhat 
suspicious and wondered if 
slugs, a sometimes 
troublesome pest of vegetables 
and flowers, would not thrive 
under the carpeting as they do 
under bits of wood and stones. 
The authors of our book on 
carpet- gardening assured us 
just the opposite. They had 
trouble with slugs and other 
pests when using vegetative 
mulches (leaves, grass clip- 
pings, etc.) but absolutely non 
in the_.carpet garden. 
Photographs of the mature 
plants were larger and more 
lush than any that I had-seen 
from conventional gardens 
and the appearance of hand- 
some verdant things on a 
spotless green carpet was akin 
to something in a gallery. 

Horticultural education that 
is much needed, however, is of 
a more common sort — like 
the identification of Poison 
Ivy. It occurs so commonly 
about the house and yard (any 
uncultivated area where there 
is deep shade) that it’s passed 
by unnoticed by all of us — as 
when climbing beautifully on 
an Eye Street Sycamore tree 
with a “No Parking” sign. 

Dark, glossy green leaves, 
three in a cluster, with the 
center one on a much longer 
petiole (stem) and the two side 
leaves with almost no petiole is 
sure identification. 


Although Jackie has been a 
writer nearly all her life, she didn’t 
seriously take up art until 1974, 
when she enrolled in a course at 
the Corcoran Gallery of Art. 
Before long, the dean advised her 
to leave, saying traditional in- 
struction might cramp her 
singular style. 


After that, she threw herself in- 
to her art, working “22 hours a 
day,” first with pen and ink and 
later adding water colors. Now, 
her work is well known in the 
Washington area and she has 
trouble keeping up with new com- 
missions. 


Perhaps most popular are her 
“professions,” humorous per- 
sonifications of distinguished 
livelihoods including lawyers, 
doctors- dentists; chefs, 
psychiatrists, veterinarians, wine 
tasters and many more. Lately, 
she’s had more and more requests 
for specialists including a neuro- 
surgeon, a ballon scientist in An- 
tarctica and a detached retina 
specialist.
